In the Okanagan Valley of British 
* Columbia, famous for its apple pro- 
~@uction, there has been a trend dur- 


» ing the last 10 years toward a great- 


er production of stone fruits and 
pears. The somewhat unsettled mar- 
‘kets for apples in recent years may 
have been partially responsible and 
may bring further increases in plant- 
ings of stone fruits and peay trees 
with an increased production of these 
fruits. 

At the request of the industry the 
Economics Division of the Canada 
Department of Agriculture made a 
study of orchards comprising mostly 
stone fruits and pear trees during 
the summer of 1950. .The objective 
was not only to review this relatively 
newer type of fruit farming, but 
also to supplement the apple produc- 
tion survey made in 1949 and thus 
complete the, description. of the post+ 
war tree fruit industry in the Okana- 
gan Valley. 

Plantings of stone fruit and pear 
trees in the Valley has been made 
on such a scale since 1939. that by 
1949 the production, of apricots, 
cherries, ‘peaches, plums, and. prunes 
have more than doubled, while pear 
production has increased by more 
than one-half. At present the do- 
mestic: market absorbs the storie 
fruits and pears produced in the 
Valley. — 

The findings of the survey are 
based on the records of 107 fruit

fom comprising 1,121 acres 
orchard in that section of the Okana- 
gar Valley which extends from 
Kelowna to Osoyoos, It was found 
that the average yield in tons per 
acre of the various fruits was: apri- 
cots 7.6, cherries 4.6, peaches 6.9, 
plums 5.2, prunes 8.6, pears 7.0 and 
apples 8.0. More than 80 per cent. 
of the apricot, peach, prune and pear 
trees, about half of ‘the cherry trees 
and two-thirds of the plum trees 
were 15 years old or less, 

On the basis of age distribution of 
the trees and taking account of the 
losses from the cold weather, the 
findings of the Report indicate an 
increasé in the production of apri- 
cots in.the next few years. Peach 
and cherry production will decrease 
unless better cultural practices and 
favourable weather conditions bring 
higher average yields per tree. All 
signs point to a continuing increase 
in the production of pears and a 
slight increase in plum and prune 
production. 

The average acreage of orchard 
per farm was 10.5 acres, consisting 
of 1.3 acres of apricot trees, 1,4 acres 
of cherry trees, 2.6 a of peach 
treés, 0.9 acres of plums and prunes, 
1.5 acres of pears and 2.8 acres, of 
apples. 

The total number of labour hours 
required per acre was highest for 
cherries with 555 hours; apricots re- 
quired 469 hours, peaches 384 hours, 
pears 351 hours and prunes 242 
hours. For apricots,’-peaches and 
pears, thinning was the largest pre-. 
harvest operation; in» the production 
of cherries and prunes, removing the 
brush .and pruning took the most 
time. For. all fruits the harvesting 
operation which required the most 
labour was picking—over 35 per cent. 
of the total labour in all cases. Pick- 
ing an acre of cherries with an aver- 
age yield of 4.9 tons took more than 
twice the labour required for «all 
other fruits except apricots. 

Net returns from. an acre of apri- 
cots’ in 1949 were. $634,74, cherries 
$875.27, peaches . $292.54, . pears 
$317.59. Prunes showed a loss in 
1949 of $26 an acre.

Term Loans 


OTTAWA. — The federal gov- 
ernment has decided to dip 
deeper into the short-term lend- 
ing field to gain more cash with 
which to pay off maturing debts. 

Finance Minister Abbott announé- 
ed that. the government's entire 
eight-year policy on Canada treasury 
bills is being changed, increasing the 
ceiling on such loans by $200,000,000. 

A treasury bill is a short-term 


.{loan, usually maturing in 91 days, 


which 
ealling tenders in 
lending’ market. 

Banks, insurance companies and 
other institutions with big amounts 
of money available make the loans 
at minimum interest rates. 

The government maintained a rigid 
system in making these bills avail- 
able to the market and kept a 'ceil- 
ing of $450,000,000 on them since 
1945. Now it will make the lending

obtains by

system more flexible’ and boost the 


ceiling to $650,000,000. 

Previously, Mr. Abbott announced 
that the government was entering 
the long-term 25-year bond market 
with a $100,000,000 issue, the first 
in three years, preparatory to launch- 
ing a much bigger one later. 

Together, these two steps appeared 
to indicate an increasing scarcity of 
surplus funds in the federal treasury. 
The government used big budgetary 
surpluses in previous years to help 
retire maturing debt and reduce the 
over-all national public debt. : 

On the short-term treasury bills, 
the practice since 1945:has been for 
the government. to call for tenders 
in each quarter-year on: six -issues, 
totalling $75,000,000 each and matur- 


‘ing in 91 days. 


Thus, the total outstanding debt 
on this type of loan was kept con- 
stant at $450,000,000, Mr. Abbott 
said. 

Starting Jan. 29; however; tenders 
will be called’ weekly on $50,000,000 
worth of treasury bills. Of these, 
$40,000,000 will be 90-day bills; $5,- 


‘000,000 182-day pills and %s, 000,000 


273-day’ bills. 

Thus, by: April 24, the’ total out-, 
standing loans in this group will be- 
increased by $200,000,000 to $650,- 
000,000. 

On April -30, the total amount of 
treasury bills issued weekly. will be 
reduced to $40,000,000. This will 
comprise’ $35,000,000 worth of 91-day 
bills and $5,000,000 of f aedsy. bills.

The canny, capable skip sete init many 
a game with “the 6ld bean”’,,He can 
make any rink he plays on a tough 
one to beat. 

The good skip not only ably directs 
play, but calls for shots from his 
men he knows they are individually 
capable, of making. He is also a past 
master at reading the ice and will 
take every ,advantage he can’ of 
“runs” or tough spots’ in ‘the sheet 
he’s playing on, Let -him find a 
“run” and he'll try to place: stones 
on it: every end. 

When he gets a stone in the house 
at the beginning of an end, he'll 
rarely attempt to guard it, but will 
try to get a second counter in the 
circles. He knows that the “second” 
is a much easier shot for his man 
to make, and that the laying of a 
perfect guard is the hardest shot in 
the game. Then too, a, guard can 
never be marked on the score ‘board, 
regardless of how well it is played. 

“Our good skip is also aware that 
psychology plays a part in every 
game and he uses it at every oppor- 
tunity. He knows that the opposing 
skip is -playing at least one shot 
ahead. In other words, planning 
shots on eventualities as the “end” 
stacks up. 

Our skipper may play a shot that’s 
not the obvious one; like taking out 
a second instead of playing for the 
shot rock. ‘He may also make other 
plays, at no expense.to his own rink, 
that will tend to disrupt the oppos- 
ing skip’s line of ‘thought and start 
him to.wondering if he’s being out- 
smarted, ' Once the other skip thinks 
along those lines, his confidence is 
being undermined and he may, in 
confusion, call for the wrong shot. 
It has happened, and for that reason 
skipping a rink calls for a lot of con- 
centration on the part of the pilot. 

Another thing a good skip will do 
is to size up the ability of the indi- 
vidual members of the opposing team. 
If he detects weaknesses in their re- 
spective skill in making particular 
shots, he’ll play on ‘that as much as 
possible. The out-turn héing the 
more difficult of the two to throw, 
he will try and force the opposition 
to use it as much &s he can. 

Playing the percentage’ in every 
shot is something to which a good 
skip is entirely devoted. He plays 
the one with the greatest possibili- 
ties, and never passes up the chance 
to, play. two or three shots in one. 
In other words, ‘if: his man ‘misses
